Certain conservative statesman were shocked 
that "cbildreu were to be treated like pigi^," 
but they were silence J by the retort of tbe 
more enlightened that, as a matter of fact, 
pigs were being belter treated by the federal 
government than childn|^ since the govern- 
ment haS for years gatherad and disseminated 
information concerning the wel&re of pigs, 
but the questions rebiting to tbe life, health 
and welfare of children it has left almost uo* 
touched. 

The new bureau will be part of the Depart* 

mcnt of Commerce and I^abor. Its duties and 
iinctions will bo wholly educHtional. It will 
make investigations,collect information, classi- 
fy, digest and publish it, and furnish it on 
application to atate, municipal and other au- 
thorities, as well as to private bodies or 
persons. It will study laws and.oridnances 
bearing on child-labor, education, play, dis- 
ciplioe, juvenile ^courts and like institutioo*, 
and all measures or proposed measures de- 
signed to protect, reclaim dr healthfully de* 
velop childhood. Such studies will iu turn 
suggest and influence further legislation. 

It was in tbe highest degree important to 
give this new and largely experimental bureau 
a good start, and President Taft has done 
this, rising fully to bis oppoitunity and sur- 
prise maij^.politieians by apppinfing m the 
direotpr .find chief of institution Miss Julia 0. 
Lathropof Chicago. 8be will be the first 
woman to direct a federal bureaa» Her fitness 
fo|> ibe position is quite exceptional; iodeed 
accordiag to' The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, there are few whose 
((ualificatious for this position, both natural 
snd ac(iuired, could be fairly compared with 
those of Mi^d ^throp.
